“Blue Hole” in Ohio 


Castalia springs, or “the Blue Hole,” 


of Castalia, about nine miles south- 
west of Sandusky, the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer reports. A good-sized subter- 
ranean streatn sudde Fig bobs up to the 
surface, through deep orifices In the 
limestone rock which underlies the re 
gion. As Cold creek it flows swiftly 
across three miles of IMirte county and 
into Sandusky bay. 

The phenomenon is said not to be an 
unusual one in limestone countries. 
The “Blue Hole,” the spring Itself, i 
a beautiful, crystal-clear, very nearly 
circular pool, some thirty feet across 
and quite deep. Constituents of the 
water are lime, soda, magnesia and 
fron, and though the peol is extreme- 
ly cold it never freezes. The stream 


is not much affected by floeds and 
droughts, and the first grist mill ‘in 
Northwestern Ohio was operated by 
the creek, close to the spring, in 1810.
